G uthrie, Ok., April 20.—Codification 
and 
re-enactm ent 
of 
Oklahom a’s 
banking laws is the purpose of m eas­ 
ures 
introduced 
today 
by 
Senator 
Roddie and R epresentative W illiams 
of 
Comanchie 
county, 
chairm en 
of 
the banking comm ittees of the leg­ 
islature. The governor sent a specia 
m essage to .both houses, calling at­ 
tention to the legislation being of­ 
fered 
in the em ergency class, but 
stated th at no changes of the banking 
laws were contem plated therein. The 
depositors guaranty fund created by 
paym ent of a I per cent assessm ent 
based upon a bank’s deposits, or the 
rules governing its m anagem ent, cov 
ered by a law passed early in the 
session, is not tam pered with. 
The chief necessity for re-enacting 
the laws is due to an erro r of the 
Oklahoma 
T erritorial 
legislature 
of 
1893, which, in repealing four sec­ 
tions of statutes, unintentionally in­ 
cluded sixty-two other sections. W hile 
it is believed the sections, upon ju­ 
dicial 
constructions of the 
legisla­ 
tu re ’s intent would be invalid, to re­ 
move doubt, a re-enactm ent is re­ 
sorted to. 
The new bill does not contem plate 
changing the personnel of the State 
Banking board. 
A new 
provision, 
however, 
is added, authorizing the 
state banking board to offer $500 re 
ward in case of hank officials or em­ 
ployes absconding, or for robbers or 
swindlers. 
The rew ard is to be paid 
out of the depositors’ guaranty fund. 
The senate today labored through 
the bill by Senator Keys, creating 
the office of public weigher in all 
counties of the state, and passed it 
finally, after the am endm ent by Sen­ 
ator Blair, perm itting farm ers’ unions 
to do their own weighing, adopted on 
Saturday, was reconsidered and kill­ 
ed. As the bill goes to the house, all 
weights m ust be taken and certified 
to by the county public weigher. He 
is to receive a fee of 10c for each 
bale of cotton and a like am ount for 
each load of grain, etc. In all count­ 
ies not having county weighers, the 
governor shall supply them by ap­ 
pointm ent. 


Fish and Game Bill. 
The senate recommended for pas­ 
sage the bill also by Senator Keys 
for the protection of fish and game. 
Open season for quail is from Nov. 
15 to Feb. I, the bag lim it being fif­ 
teen birds. Resident hunters have to 
pay a fee of $1 
and 
non-resident 
hunters a fee of $25 to the State 
Game W arden. 
Final passage was obtained upon 
the bill by Senator Yeager m aking 
it twenty years in the penitentiary 
for kidnapping for ransom a child 
under 12 years of age and from five 
to ten years for 
persons 
over 
12 
years. 
The house passed the bill contin­ 
uing the segregated coal and asphalt 
commission named by President Mur­ 
ray of the constitutional convention, 
and appropriating $10,000 for carry­ 
ing on the work of investigating the 
Choctaw-Chickasaw fields 'with a view 
of state ow nership of the segregated 
area. It was piovided that the com­ 
mission should m ake all of its offi­ 
cial 
reports 
to 
the 
Choctaw 
and 
Chickasaw tribes as well as to the 
state. 
In urging the appropriation, 
Speaker M urray and Representative 
D urant, the latter a Choctaw Indian 
insisted 
that 
the 
federal 
govern­ 
m ent already knew the extent of the 
coal deposit but wras pursuing an­ 
other investigation for the expressed 
purpose, they stated, of preventing 
the state from acquiring the lands.

A 
people who had never tamely bowed 
a head beneath a yoke, nor rebelled 
at just ruling, found themselves dis­ 
traught in the whirling current of un­ 
reasonable tides which carried them 
out to they knew not what. 
A tame yielding of territory over 
which their flag had once flown, an 
equally passive surrender of islands 
which had come to them of their own 
volition, seeking in the spread of the 
eagle’s wings the shadows of security, 
and, last of all, as a crowning climax 
of folly, the sending of warships to 
neutral ports! 
From east to west, as 
the oceans run, from the border line 
of the north to that of the south, there 
swept over the great waiting nation a 
call to arms. No dam built by mortal 
man could have stemmed that rising 
tide of indignation save the one that 
was erected by the administration in 
the hours of its stress. 
News of it 
came 
unheralded 
as 
had 
all 
the 
ominous stories preceding it. 
Even at the moment when an over­ 
throw of the governing 
power 
at 
Washington seemed imminent, there 
flashed across the wires from gov­ 
ernor to governor the quick and in­ 
sistent demand for fighting men.

Marquis of Argenson, Louis XV.'s 
great minister, 
wrote: 
“The 
first 
great change that will take place in 
Europe will probably be the conquest 
of Turkey. 
This empire grows weak­ 
er because of its bad government, and 
because it is impossible that this gov­ 
ernment should become better, and 
quite sure (hat it will grow worse 


and if she had the intention, she has 
not the money. This road would cost 
millions, and goes through a difficult 
and what railway men call a very 
lean 
country. 
It would never pay; 
that is, not within the ken of the 
present 
generation, and 
could 
only 
serve a political purpose which Russia 
will be unable to pursue for many 
years to come. 
On the other hand, Austria has the 
right to build her railway, or rather 
the gaps in the present system.

a right that was granted by an article 
of the Berlin treaty, and it has not

England Hampered. 
The English humanitarians are ham­ 
pered in their work by the undeniable 
fact that through the action of the 
earl of Beaconsfield and Lord Salis­ 
bury at the Berlin congress, when they 
thwarted Ignatieff’s plan of a greater 
Bulgaria, including a free Macedonia, 
England is primarily responsible for 
the present status of affairs. 
They 
are further hampered by the presence 
in Constantinople of an incompetent 
ambassador, who has given undeniable 
proofs of his want of capacity in such 
important posts as he has occupied in 
Sofia, in Pekin and in St. Petersburg. 
The first 
whisper 
of 
reform—in 
what we Call Macedonia—came In vir­ 
tue of the accord of 1879 between Aus­ 
tria and Russia, and their recognition 
by other European states as the pow­ 
ers most directly concerned. The ad-

Certainty as to the death of Alex­ 
ander I. has resulted from the find­ 
ing of documents by the Grand Duke 
Nicholas which disprove the accuracy 
of the legend, common enough among

the Russian people, that the czar, in­ 
stead of dying, really abdicated and 
retired from the world, and expired 
in the year 1864. 
The hermit Feodor 
Kozomitch, 
who had been identified 
as Alexander I., is now’ proved to have 
been the natural son of Paul I. 
From such a source there now ap­ 
pears to be no reason to doubt the 
truth of this strange story, and a 
French journal recently gave currency 
to the following remarkable solution 
of the old mystery: 
It must be recalled that the alleged 
death of the Emperor Alexander I. 
was at least mysterious. 
There was 


OF was officially announced, and what 
was supposed to be his body wa® 
born© on a bier to the tomb. 
According to the legend, Alexander 
slipped away and caused to be pub­ 
lished the proclamation of his death. 
He went to Siberia, according to the 
story, which appeared to be impreg­ 
nable with the evidence of two ser­ 
vants at the court, a letter written 
by Alexander and by the remarkable 
likeness existing between the suppos­ 
edly dead monarch 
and 
a 
hermit 
named Feodor Kozomitch, 
who 
for 
many years was an exile in Siberia. 
Nothing in fiction is more strange 
than the tale of the effacement of 
Alexander I., and Tolstoy has given 
the popular version of it in one of his 
stories, for the legend is common 
enough in Russia, but ignored when 
not contradicted in official histories. 
Among the documents which have 
lain unknown in the personal archives 
of the present czar 
are the journal 
of the Empress Elizabeth, widow of 
Alexander, who was with the emperor 
in his last moments, and the letters 
of the emperor’s familiars, who at­ 
tended him in his last hours; the 
death mask of the emperor, the cer­ 
tificate of the nine doctors describ­ 
ing the nature of his disease and the 
result of the autopsy. 
It is also 
maintained that, under the circum­ 
stances, it would have been impossible 
for a body to have been substituted 
for that of the emperor. 
The ablution of the mystery, then, 
had to be looked for in another di­ 
rection. 
This now' has been accom­ 
plished, and ft is asserted that the 
circumstances surrounding the death 
of the natural son of Paul I. were pe­ 
culiar. 
From midshipman he became 
an officer in the British navy and is 
said by one account to have died 
while his vessel was in the Antilles 
in 1794. Another account of his death 
relates that he was drowned at Cron- 
stadt, and still another version states 
that he died in the Indies. The inves­ 
tigation has shown that, while appar­ 
ently drowned, the young man was

dropped by the hand of an assassin. 
It was said also that he had suc­ 
cumbed to a hilious fever, called in 
Russia the Crimea fever.

All Who Enter or Depart from the 


Harbor of San Francisco Mark 


It » On* of the Sights of 


the Passage. 


The story of the building of the fa- 


mous Mile Rock lighthouse, which 
passengers always observe as they en- 
ter and depart from the harbor of San 
Francisco, it an interesting and In. 
some respects a thrilling one—replete 
with human daring and danger. 


This little Elation was completed 


and the light first displayed early 1 
January, 1906. More than a year wa 
consumed In the construction of th 
station. For the past half a centur 
Mile Rock has been a constant menac 
to shipping. 
Every vessel entering 


or departing from the Golden Gat 
during darkness or heavy weather ran 
the gauntlet of danger. 


Mile Rock stands just one mile from 


the south mainland, opposite the en 
trance to San Francisco harbor, and 
about three miles from the North 
Heads. It was originally a mere pin 
nacle of sharp, ragged rocks, jutting 
just above the ocean's surface. At ex 
treme low tide the points of the rock 
were only 14 feet above the sea. A! 
high tide the rock was practically sub 
merged, and during stormy weather 
was constantly waveswept. 


To construct a light station on such 


a foundation was certainly a very dif- 
ficult and perilous task—next to an 
engineering imposslbility.- 


Congress appropriated J100.000 for 


the uoik, but no contractor, 
after 


knowing all the difficulties and dan- 
gers of the work, liked to undertake 
such a task, and much delay followed 
befoie the contract was let. It was 
finally awarded James McMahon of 
San Francisco, who at once began op- 
erations 


No regular skilled workmen could 


be persuaded to engage In such haz- 
ardous work, and so finally Contractor 
McMahon had to hire raw seamen, 
for he could secure none others. These 
unskilled men were set to work under 
an experienced foreman, and gra'dual- 
ly initiated Into what was necessary. 
These "tars" had but little fear of the 
sea and its perils 


From the original shape of Mile 


Rock it was impossible to build up a 
perfectly round cylinder; but it was 
constructed in an elliptical form, 25 
feet the narrow way and 40 feet the 
long way. The metal plates of which 
this huge cylinder was built were 2>4 


by 5 feet in diameter and five- 
eighths of an inch In thickness. Their 
were very strongly bolted with steel 
rivets. As rapidly as the cylinder was 
built upward all the interior apace wan 
filled with strongly 
reinforced con- 


crete, very firmly tamped. This cyl- 
inder foundation was constructed 41 
feet high—thus making a solid con- 
crete mass 25x40x42 feet. More than 
1,200 barrels of cement alone were 
used In building this foundation, and 
many tons of steel plates. 


The concrete, while in a pliant state, 


settled all around the ragged points of 


Mile Rock Lighthouse. 


,he rocks that Jutted far upward inside 
the immense cylinder; 
and 
uniting 


with them thus formed an anchorage 
.hat was simply impregnable. 


From the top of this massive founda- 


tion the gradually 
taperfng super- 


tructure rises 66 feet—making tne 
otal distance from the mean sea level 
o the light about 100 feet. The upper 
part of the station Is of structural 
steel massively anchored into the con* 
crete foundation. 


It is a noteworthy fact that during 


all the time work was in progress on 
he station—over a year—not a life 
iras lost, no person was even injured, 
,nd no sort of accident occurred to re- 
ard the construction. 
Considering 


he constant perils that beset the un- 
.ertaking the record is a remarkable 
ne.

Chapel Erected Over the Tomb of the 


Hermit. 


the Russian people, that the czar. In- 
stead of dying, really abdicated and 
retired from the world, and expired 
in the year 1864. The hermit Feodo'r 
Kozomitch, who had been identified 
as Alexander I., is now proved to have 
been the natural son of Paul I. 


From such a source there now ap- 


pears to be no reason to doubt the 
truth of this strange story, and a 
French journal recently gave currency 
to the following remarkable solution 
of the old mystery: 


It must be recalled that the alleged 


death of the Emperor Alexander I. 
was at least mysterious. There was 
current a story that he had 
been 


dropped by the hand of an assassin. 
It was said also that he had suc- 
cumbed to a bilious fever, called In 
Russia the Crimea fever. 
Whichever 


way his death is viewed, it was mys- 
terious. Alexander as ruler of Rus- 
sia never was a happy man. He came 
to a throne which had been stained 
by the blood of his father, Paul I., 
and the murder of his parent made a 
deep impression upon him. At night 
while Paul was asleep in the Michael- 
off palace, bold assassins, after killing 
the sentry at the door, rushed upon 
the sleeping czar, and, calling upon 
him to abdicate, strangled him bru- 
tally when he refused. 
, The murder of his father occurred 
In 1801 and Alexander sat on the 
throne until. In 1825, when his dtath 


was officially announced, and what 
was supposed to be his body was 
borne on a bier to the tomb. 


According to the legend, Alexander 


slipped away and caused to be pub- 
lished the proclamation of his death. 
He went to Siberia, according to the 
story, which appeared to be impreg- 
nable with the evidence of two ser- 
vants at the court, a letter written 
by Alexander and by the remarkable 
likeness existing between the suppos- 
edly dead monarch 
and a hermit 


named Feodor Kozomitch, who for 
many years was an exile In Siberia. • 


Nothing in fiction is more strange 


than the tale of the efface ment of, 
Alexander I., and Tolstoy has given 
the popular version of it In one of bis 
stories, for the legend is common 
enough in Russia, but ignored when 
not contradicted in official histories. 


Among the documents which have 


lain unknown in the personal archives 
of the present czar 
are the journal 


of the Empress Elizabeth, widow of 
Alexander, who was with the emperor 
in his last moments, and the letters 
of the emperor's familiars, who at- 
tended him in his last hours, the 
death mask of the emperor, the cer- 
tificate of the nine doctors describ- 
ing the nature of his disease and the 
result of the autopsy. 
It Is also 


maintained that, under the circum- 
stances, it would have been impossible 
for a body to have been substituted 
for that of the emperor. 


The sblutfon of the mysterj', then, 


had to be looked for in another di- 
rection. 
This now has been accom- 


plished, and ft Is asserted that the 
circumstances surrounding the death1 
of the natural son of Paul I. were pe- 
culiar. From midshipman he became 
an officer in the British navy and Is 
said by one account to have died 
while his vessel was in the Antilles 
in 1794. Another account of his death 
relates that he was drowned at Cron- 
stadt, and still another version states 
that he died In the Indies. The Inves- 
tigation has shown that, while appar- 
ently drowned, the young man was 
resuscitated and became the exile. 


The Grand Duke Nicholas, in mak- 


ing his search, also found that the 
names Feodor and Kouzma, or Koz- 
-ma, which are the same as Feodor 
ECozmltch, occur with frequency in 
.he family of Semen Vellkll, under 
which name the son of Paul I. was 
mown. 
In discovering the Identity 


of Paul's natural son with this per- 
son, the grand duke believes he has 
settled a vexed question and set at 
rest for all time the curious legend. 
As the half brother of the Emperor 
Alexander, 
the

for 
court 
retainers 
to 


recognize him and to give the Impres- 
sion that the czar was not dead, but 
living Incognito as a holy man In Si-

You cannot get 
him off'the track. He finds little in- 
terest in anything else; ;A11 his read- 
ing, outside of the papers, is on po- 
litical topics. He keeps track ot-past' 
elections and past ward votes, knows 
how his ward has gone, will go, and 
ought to go in the future. He is the 
life of all political assemblages, for 
he has the air of the expert and the 
elibness of an "illustrated lecturer." 
He attends the "wakes," funerals, 
dances, parties, baseball and football 
games, christenings, church fairs, pic- 
nics and all other social happenings, 
and gets himself voted "the .most pop- 
ular msm" whenever he has a chance. 


I remember that at one political 


Jamboree thfere a'as a "beauty show" 
and 1 was appointed one of the judges. 
The other two j'idges were "pulling 
together,", and I -iaw -I was "doubte- 
«rossed" before the "beauties" .went, 
on the platform. In froai of the plat: 
form there was a big crowd on the 
chairs,'and they were filled by the"re- 
spective adherents of the contesting 
"fair." I 
Had innocently^ supposed 


that things were "on the sqnare'*'until 
I was approached by one of the judges 
with the idea that the first prize ought 
to go to a. certain gjrl who, to my no- 
tion, was not within a thousand miles 
of being first in 'the race. I put up 
soeh' a"r'fierce "kick" that :the 'other 
judges got a little bit uncertain, and 
at last, as first and «e«ond prizes; were 
both gqld watches, .they agreed-.to let 
me select No. 2 it I would vote for 
their choice for first prize.

These, down-town meetings were valu 
able in" bringing the leaders of
